Geofeedia is an intelligence and investigative platform that allows you to predict, analyze and act on real-time 
social media content from anywhere in the world. Hundreds of customer experience, education, public sector 
and security teams rely on the Geofeedia platform to listen to and engage with social media content from 
locations across countries, cities, buildings and everything in between from Twitter, Instagram, YouTube, 
Picasa, Flickr, VK, Sina Weibo and other social channels. 

Geofeedia allows you to monitor open source social media posts for large scale events, such as the Superbowl 
Parade, Martin Luther King Marade, 420 Rally, Parade of Lights, etc. You are able to see real time potential 
threats being made to an event. During the Superbowl festivities in Santa Clara, California, law enforcement 
was able to successfully track a woman who was making threats on social media and eventually locate her and 
ensure there was no harm to the events. This tool also allows you to identify potential witnesses to a crime 
after an event, which could assist in the investigation of a terrorist threat or act. This was successfully done 
after the Boston Marathon bombing. 

Geofeedia is also a great investigative tool. It has the ability to identify criminal suspects and their actions as 
they post them to social media. Law enforcement has been successful in tracking dangerous criminals In their 
activities and either have their parole/probation revoked, or file new charges based on their bostings. It can 
also work in concert with Sholspotter by looking for postings after shots have been fired, which is vepf common
